TWELFTH 
DAY 
OF THE SLICKENS 
CASE IN COURT. 


The Engineers Step Into the Arena—They 
Describe the Gold Run nine 
and the Elver. 


The slickens case—The People vs. The 
Gold Run Ditch and Mining Company—was 
resumed at 9:30 a. m. yesterday, in the Su­ 
perior Court, Judge Jackson Temple presid­ 
ing.Continuation of the cross-examination of 
Wm. Gwynn (to Mr. Catlin)—On the Middle 
Fork of the American river, from its junc­ 
tion with the North Fork to a point called 
Searsvillo, in 1851. there were about 800 
miners. There were perhaps 3,000 during 
the year 1853. Taking in Negro Hill, Salmon 
Falls, Union Town, Ooloma, Woods’ Diggings 
and the other mining towns contiguous, there 
were perhaps 7,000 engaged in mining. Dur­ 
ing the years 1855 and 1856 the miners on 
Weber creek and it* tributaries, I think, were 
abont 3,000 in number. The debris coming 
down Cache creek is light and alluvial. The 
tule basin fills up from one to five feet with 
water from Cache and Pntah creeks before 
the river water comes down. This water is 
discharged into Sutter, Miner’s and Prospect 
sloughs. The body of water in Putah creek 
during the last year has run throngh the old 
channel near Davisville. 
Think that the 
filling ia of Pntah creek has been more dur­ 
ing the last fifteen years than for the fifteen 
years previous. I think this is caused some­ 
what from the wash of soil that has been 
plowed and cultivated. Plowed soil will wash 
more with rain than natural soil. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Cadwal&der) 
—Think this basin was once a lake. I said 
Lisbon District was 
SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED 
Land. I bad reference to its title. The 
margins of Babel Slough are Bimilar to the 
banks of the Sacramento river, and were 
covered with black oak, sycamore and other 
timber. It was for years inhabited and cul­ 
tivated. Lisbon District included 3,000 acres 
of tule and 3,000 acres of bank land. In 
mining the beds and bars of the riv^^I don’t 
consider that we were depositing anything in 
the river. The bars were a portion of the 
river bed deposits. 
Murderer’s 
Bar 
was mined in 1849 by rockers. They would 
strip the top off until they came to the pay 
earth. This pay earth was the only material 
washed. The tools used were pick, shovel 
and horn. The surface and strippings were 
deposited in the most convenient places. 
The shafts or holes sunk on this bar were 
generally six feet square. The amount of 
earth containing gold, and which was washed, 
averaged from one-eighth to one-eixteenth of 
the whole bar. 
THE PRINCIPAL PART OF MININO 
On Murderer’s Bar was done in 18-19, 1850 
and 1851. There was, during this time, about 
,eighty miners engaged in working the mines 
on this bar. The bar coaid not be worked 
until the water in the river became low. The 
debris from Dutch Flat would have to travel 
several miles before it would reach the dara 
of the Bear river ditch. The Bear river 
canal’s dam is above Gold Run. The length 
of ditch from the dam to Rattlesnake Bar íb 
about thirty-five miles. The water us9d in 
mining from this ditch empties into Antelope 
and other creeks, which emptied into the 
Sacramento river. The branch ditch that 
went to Rattlesnake would carry about 300 oi 
400 inches of water. The main canal was six 
or seven feet wide, and carried an immense 
amount of water. Ninety per cent, of the 
water from this canal never reached the 
American river. It is principally used now 
to Lrigate the fruit orchards and vineyards 
of Piacer county. The orchards and vine­ 
yards are located on the side Mils and flats. 
There are places where industrious men have 
collec’ed 
debris where it bad been 
mined out, and thereby made nood soil, that 
produces by cultivation strawberries, fruits, 
etc. The barks of the American river above 
Rattlesnake Bar, up to the forks in El 
Dorado county, are bluffs from twen­ 
ty to thirty feet high, 
that have 
Men mined down at various poinU. 
The hills were vory abrupt. There are many 
points opposite Auburn where miners would 
work on the precipitous banks during the 
summer, throwing the dirt down from the 
crevices and then washing it in I he ravine 
below. The hight of the hills at Rattlesnake 
Bar are 1,100 feet, Auburn 1,400, and at 
Clipper Gap 1,800 feet. From the top of the 
hill at Barnes’ Bar to the river is about 1,000 
feet. Earth deposited by shovel ia more 
compact than that deposited by water. The 
mines in the Middle Fork lasted longer than 
the other branches of the American. In 1851 
and 1852 there perhaps were 1,000 or more 
mining on the South Fork between Folsorn 
and Coloma. The mining around Placerville 
in early times was in placer mines. In 1849 
and 1850 the mines in that neighborhood were 
what were called dry diggings. -There were 
no ditches in that section until in 1850 and 
1851. Hangtewn creek wa3 very rich. The 
excavations in that creek were from three to 
fifteen feet deep. Claims were from twenty 
to thirty feet square. The mines near Auburn 
were generally from thirty to 100 feet square 
and very rich with heavy gold. 
THE DRT DIGGINGS 
In the neighborhood of Auburn were virtu­ 
ally worked out in 1855. The population of 
the mines, generally speaking, began to de­ 
crease in 1855 aDd 1S56. The hight of the 
deposit from the hydraulic mines along tho 
Middle Fork will vary from ten to 80 feet in 
hight. Gold Run is 1.200 or 1,300 feet above 
the river. The width of the top of the divide 
between the Middle and North Fork is about 
twenty-five miles, across from Michigan 
Bluff. What we call the backbone of the 
divide is from one to one and a half miles wide. 
Hydraulic mining in a small way com­ 
menced at Rattlesnake Bar in 1854 and con­ 
tinued until 1858 and 1S59. The first year 
they were mined the water came from the 
Bear river ditch ; after that from the North 
Fork canal. There was-about fifty feet fall. 
Iron Ipipe and duck hose, with a metallic 
nozzle from one to two inches in diameter, 
were used. The cobbles from these mines 
were deposited into the river. The length of 
sluices varied from 100 to GOO feet in length, 
and were of various sizes. Sluice forks were 
used to throw out the stones that became 
lodged. Futah creek abreast of Briggs’ or­ 
chard has filled up considerably in its bed 
during the la»t twenty-five years. It takes a 
very high water for the Putah to go outside 
its banks. Twenty-four hours after the cessa­ 
tion of a storm tho Putah creek runs down. 
Cache creek, being a much larger stream, 
takes from two to three days to run down. 
Tne Lewis toll road is constructed of adobe 
clay. This class of clay will not wash ex­ 
cept where there is very strong current. This 
road since 1862 has been an open winter road, 
except when water is very high. 
Re-direct examination (to Mr. Catlin)—I 
should judge the tailings in the mouth of 
Weber creek in 1870 were from five to ten 
feet. During heavy raios the short, steep 
ravines carry large amounts of water. The 
tule canal is inadequate to drain the tules 
during heavy water. The width of the exca­ 
vations in Hampton creek were from 100 to 
150 feet. The average wi,[th of the bed 
of North Fork, above Rattlesnake Bar, to 
Colfax, was about 200 feet. 
J. L. GOULD. 
Mr. Hart here called J. L. Gould, Super­ 
intendent of the defendant mining company, 
and said be did so to prove a single fact only, 
the extent and location of the claim of the 
company. Mr. Gould said: I am the Su­ 
perintendent of the defendant mining com­ 
pany in this case. Onr claim is abont one 
mile from the North Fork of the American 
river, on Indiana Hill, Piacer county, and 
west of Canyon creek, and on the west side. 
The claim, I believe, is abont fifty acres in 
extent. On the north it is bounded by the 
Gold Run Hydraulic Limited ; on the south 
by the Indiana Mill and Mining Company ; 
on the southwest by vacant ground, and on 
the east by the mill site and Canyon creek. 
It runs about 1,200 feet on the ridge—the 
limit of the claim—and it runs back about 
1,200 feet up the creek. I only speak ap- 


lardt. (No cross-examination.! 
WM. HAMMOND HALL, 
Sworn: I am State Engineer, and have 
been since May, 1878, This diagram (indi­ 
cating) was made in my office. It is a cor­ 
rect diagram of what it purports to represent; 
to wit, the outline of the washing on Gold 
Run Ridge, Placer county. The survey was 


made by Mr. Bosche, who plotted the map 
roughly, and it was inked up by Mr. King. 
The whole was made under my direction. I 
have calculated the whole amount washed 
out of the Gold Run ridge. I visited it in 
1879 first, snd learned by inspection and in­ 
quiry about the extent of the mines worked. 
The old washings before the recent bed-rock 
tunnels were run covered an area of about 
500 acres, and the depth washed off averaged, 
to the best information I can got, about sixty- 
five feet, which will make the total amount 
washed about 52,440,000 cubic yards. Thisis 
exclusive of the washings recently carried 
forward, and which go to a greater depth. I 
examined the location of the ridge as 
to Canyon creek. 
The ridge runs 
in a southwesterly direction from the rail­ 
road crossing to about a half a mile beyond 
the town of Gold Run. The Canyon heads 
further to the east, and runs to the ridge, and 
then turns and runs parallel with the ridge. 
[The map referred to was here introduced, 
and marked “ Diagram, Hall No. 1.”] The 
hill washing is in length about two miles 
along the ridge. The top of the ridge is 
from 1,200 to 1,400 feet from Canyon creek. 
I can’t say how much higher the ridge is than 
the bed of the creek, but to estimate if, I 
would say it was, before the washings, from 
400 to 500 feet. The inclination of the sides 
of the ravine is very percipitous. The rate 
would vary from thirty degrees from the top 
of the ridge left standing to sixty degrees. 
The base of the ridge is one 6¡de of the bot­ 
tom of the ravine. Probably it was origin­ 
ally n continuous rise from the bottom of the 
ravine to the top of the ridge, with no inter­ 
vening table lands. The creek was very 
precipitous, I cannot estimate its fall from 
ray present knowledge. It is a very precip­ 
itous creek from the washings down to the 
mouth, wh6re it enters the North Fork of 
the American river, abont three quarters of 
a mile or a mile from the mine. Back of the 
ridge there was higher land to the northwest 
—the opposite side of the creek. That higher 
hill extended for the greater portion of the 
length of the ridge ; about the medium por­ 
tion of the ridge. At tne northeast end I iec- 
ollect the land dropped off, and became lower, 
and at the southwest end the high land 
turned away more to the west and probably 
left a ravine. I was at Canyon creek in 
August or September, 1879. The ridge then 
was a mass of roughly-excavated bowlders 
and gravel, beiDg excavated along the ridge, 
so as to leave a bluff on either side. I 
could tell by examining the creek where the 
excavated material went. At the damps 
found cobble stones and bowlders principally. 
The lower portion of Canyon creek was then 
quite free from sand and gravel deposits. 
The dumps are into the bed of the creek, ex­ 
cept the old ones from the original surface 
washings. Where the washings began the 
earth had been rained off, and then pita had 
been made. The hill was a ridge, with the 
creek parallel. The southwest portion had 
been mined off by open cuts to a ravine en­ 
tering the North Fork of the American river 
half a mile below Canyon creek ; the other 
end by like cuts entering throngh the rim of 
the excavation into Canyon Creek ravine. 
THE GENERAL APPEARANCE 
Of this old mining ground was that of a 
ridge, the crown and body of which had been 
cut out, longitudinally, leaving a bank each 
side, with hills aDd rough places. The gen­ 
eral bed made by the washings was left a plane. 
This mining outhad exteudedupthe hill to the 
railroad line. That ridge originally extended 
past the railroad and over toward Dutch Flat, 
so that what I described ia not all of the 
ridge that once existed there, in length. The 
ridge is south and southwest of the point 
where the railroad crosses. 
As to the 
amount taken out since the lower excava­ 
tions began, I may Bay, that after they be­ 
gan I had surveys made of the Indiana Hill, 
aud the Cedar washings; from these surveys, 
the materials washed off orginally, and in the 
Indiana Hill and the Cedar Hill washings, 
were calculated. I have that memorandum 
in my office. The debris of tbess mines, so 
far as I know, could have escaped 
only into Canyon creek. 
I 
only 
know as to the fact that dumps were made 
into Canyon creek by what I was told, and 
what I saw of the little damps on the Bide of 
the creek, and the little tunnels running to­ 
ward the creek, through the rim. Can’t say 
definitely that there was no other place or di­ 
rection for the escape of the water and debris, 
but 1 saw no other, and I think I would have 
seen BGch had they been there. The appear­ 
ance of the little lucuels generally was that 
of a very much dilapidate! hole in the face 
of a gravel bank, wr h decayed timbers in the 
mouth or head, and some were caved in. At 
the lower points were j-iies in the cut of 
gravel and stones, like mining dumps, and I 
judged they had been placed there by the ac­ 
tion of running water. I was so well satisfied 
of that, that I examined for no other evi­ 
dences of it. I didn’t examine all the pits. 
The whole ridge nears the appearance of one 
large pic. The little tunnels, or former open 
cuts, were many in number, a3 also the 
dumps, but I didn’t count them. I was shown 
over the ground by a Mr. Caldwell, an old 
miner, iroro than by any other person. I 
think Mr. Gould returned to Dutch Flat 
from some place he had been after I made my 
examination. I met him there. I saw the 
outcome of the tunnel of the defendant’s 
mine, but not the outcome of Canyon creek 
into the American river. This mine’s dump 
is at the end of a tunnel, on the slope of Can­ 
yon Creek ravine. I understood that further 
down were under-currents to save finer gold, 
and so it may be that the dump continues 
down nearer to the month of the creek. The 
altitude of the dump, as I judged it, looking 
down from some 300 feet above it, was diffi­ 
cult to estimate. I didn’t go to the month of 
the tunnel. To go to it there is a little moun­ 
tain traii. The mountain slopes 30 or 40 
degrees to the horizon. The dump went 
down directly to the bed of the creek. [Wit­ 
ness, with a sheet of paper folded, showed 
about tho slope of the hill and sides of ths 
ravine.] Below the mouth of the tunnel I 
saw large bowlders, and not any great amount 
of sand or gravel. 
CROSS- EXAMINATION. 
(To Mr. W. C. Belcher)—I said sixty-five 
feet was the depth of the early washings. I 
based that statement on the appearance of 
the edge of the excavations, and the length 
of part3 of the banks left standing, and some 
of the hills left, and on information given bv 
those familiar with tho origiual surface. I 
think an estimate ten feet greater would be 
considerably in excess. 
Afternoon Session. 
Mr. Hall recalled and identified a map of 
the American river from the mouth of Alder 
creek down to the Sacramento river, and in­ 
cluding the vicinity of Sacramento. It was 
made in his office, and was the result of his 
joint surveys with those of the United States 
under Col. Mendell. Witness said it was a 
very correct map, and he knew it to be so. 
[The map was filed in evidence, and marked 
“ Diagram, Hall No. 2.”] 
Mr. Gonld recalled—There are two tracts 
of land belonging to our company. When on 
the stand before I described only the most 
southerly. Tho other is north, up the can­ 
yon about 2,000 feet. They do Dot ad­ 
join. Between them there is the Gold Run 
Hydraulic Limited. It is about fifty acres. 
The length of the northern claim is about 
1,400 feet. The following claims belong to 
the defendants: Gold Run, joining the North 
Star, 800 feet long. The Church and Golden 
Gate, north of the Gold Ran, 1,000 feet in 
length. Taylor claim is next north,, and 
1,700 feet in length. Harkness claim next 
north, at least 1,500 feet in length, also a 
part of small claim called the Benton, 250 
feet in length. These claims belong to the 
defendants and are situated between the 
Indiana claim and the railroad. The Blue 
Gravel Gleesen Ravine and part of the Benton 
belong to other parties, are situated on this 
ridge, and empty into Canyon creek. 
Cross examination—There are other claims 
in the district not owned by defendant, the 
surface of which has been worked off. They 
are the Excelsior, the Bay State No. 1, which 
is about 1,000 feet loDg ; Blue Gravel, about 
800 or 1,000 feet; Prindle claim, about 1,000 
feet. The surface of all these have been 
worked off say seventy-five feet. Bay State 
No. 2 our company owns. It is about twenty 
acres. Of other claims in that district are 
the Pacific, 1,200 or 1.300 feet fn length ; the 
Union, G00 feet. [Further recitation of 
claims on the ridge was objected to, and 
ceased.] 
# 
C. E. GRUNSKT 
Sworn—I live in Sacramento and have for 
three years, but have been engineering in 
different parts of the valleys of Cali 
fornia. 
Am a civil engineer. 
Was 
educated in California and Stuttgart, Ger­ 
many. I have been a civil engineer and 
acting since 1877. I have been Assistant 
State Engineer since June, 1878. I visited 
the Gold Run mines November 4 and 5,1881. 
I met Mr. Superintendent Gonld there. 
He pointed out the claim of which I made 
inquiry, and showed me the claims that had 
been washed by the company. I went there 
to ascertain the quantity of material washed 
by the company against whom this suit has 
been brought. _ General Cosby accompanied 
me on the mine the first day; also Mr. 
Gonld and two of my assistants. 
On 
the 5th of November Mr. Allardt, Mr. 
Huntley and Mr, Pierson accompanied 


me. The Gold Run mining district lies on a 
ridge between Gold Run and the North Fork 
of the American river. On the southeast 
slope lies the ridge of gravel deposits which 
have been mined. At the base of this ridge 
flows Canyon creek. 
The ridge has been 
largely mined out; large excavations and ver­ 
tical banks are visible. Evidently the body 
or center of the ridge has been taken out. 
The gravel deposits still show on the eides. 
The excavations extended two and a half 
miles long and from one-quarter to one-half 
inile in width. 
Canyon creek, below the 
mining, has very steep sides ; above I could 
not judge of it. One side of the ridge slopes 
to Canyon creek, and the sides of it are cut 
by smaller canyons. The slope to the creek 
was broken somewhat. The base of the 
ridge is right in tne creek, but the slope is 
not unbroken. 15 is a steep slope, varying. 
The canyon at the place of the mining along 
the ridge is, generally, where I saw it on the 
way into the mines, abrupt, steep and rocky. 
Where the ridge had been, from its top down to 
the creek, it is several hundred feet. Did not 
go up and down the creek. Noticed that the 
creek has a great fall. Didn’t estimate the fall; 
in places it would be 1,000 feet per mile, if it 
continued at that pitch. I examined the de­ 
fendant mining company’s ground, and made 
such a survey as was necessary. Here is a 
rough map based on the surveys made in the 
pit of the defendant—Indiana claim. 
[Marked “ Exhibit 1, Grunsky.”] The ex­ 
cavations of defendant consist of one main 
pit (No. 1). Around it are four smaller ones 
(Nos. 2, 3,4 and 5). No. 2 lies southeast of the 
main pit; Nos. 3 aud 4 are east; No. 5 north, 
or slightly northeast. The entire suiface has 
the appearance of having previously been 
mined off to a certain depth. 
THE MAIN PIT 
Has a depth of from 40 to 120 feet from the 
surface level. The amount of excavation in 
that pit was 3,925,75*0 cubic yards. The gen­ 
eral leBgth of the main pit is 1,200 feet, aDd 
width 1,150 feet. The excavations of the 
other pits in cubic yards are as follows : Pit 
No. 2, 214 520; No. 3. 51.2G0 ; No. 4, 26,100; 
No. 5, 314,610. The last four pits are all 
surface washings. These estimates are all 
approximate. I had to restore in my mind 
the original surface or the plane of the sur­ 
face washings. The outlines of the pits were 
designated by Mr. Gould. In the bottom of 
the pits were cuts cr ground sluices, through 
which the materials washed were conveyed to 
the tunnel, the mouth of which lies in about 
the center of pit No. 1. By this they are 
carried to Canyon creek, and thence to ¿he 
American river. In looking into the excava­ 
tion you will see, near the surface ot the 
ground, that it is red, and near the bed-rock 
it is blue or slaty. These hard and soft rocks 
are cemented. Near the surface there is less 
cement, and the material is lighter in char­ 
acter. The deep mining pit (No. 1) had a 
rim extending np to the level of the original 
Burface mining. Above ic was another rim 
about 400 feet above the bottom of the pit. 
I saw no other means of discharge than I de­ 
scribed. The deepest portion of the main 
pit was below the surface of the rim, and 
b o no material washed therein could 
go elsewhere than out by the tunnel. 
At the mouth of Canyon creek the river 
flows in a narrow channel with rocky sides 
and bottom, with large cobbles and small 
bowlders, np to the size of one foot or one 
and a half feet, and even larger. With these 
finer materials are mixed in moderate quanti­ 
ties. Immediately above the bed deposits 
are about the same. 
SAW NO DEPOSIT 
Below the mcuth of Canyon creek in the 
river. Saw no deposits in the creek. The 
descent of the creek is almost vertical over 
bed-rock. I explored down the bed of the 
channel of the North Fork of the American 
river on horseback. I found in the first sec­ 
tion, from Canyon creek to Iowa Hill trail 
(I refer from my notes made at the time and 
immediately after my return to Sacramento), 
which section is two miles long, deposits 
which extend from side to side of the chan­ 
nel, and water-washed rock in the bed. The 
river has apparently a uniform slope. The 
deposits consist of gravel and sand, such as 
may be expected tc be found in bends of the 
river or below large projecting rocks. In 
some places are bars of large cobbles, which 
appear to have been placed there by the 
water before mining was commenced. The 
deposit in this section contains 786,000 cubic 
yards. The next section is three and seven- 
tenth inilos in length, and the river bed is 
composed of gravel and small cobbles. In 
this section I estimate the deposit to contain 
1.266.000 cubic yards. The average greatest 
depth is fifteen feet. From Stevens’ to Rice’s 
bridge, one and eight-tenth miles, it becomes 
shallower. Here the water flows smoother 
and riffles disappear. The deposit in this sec­ 
tion has a maximum depth of twelve feet, 
and the deposit is about 436,000 cubic yards. 
I judge of the depth of these deposits from 
those places where there was little or no de- 
poñt. I estimated distances by the length of 
time it took to travel from point to point, 
and judged of the width by the eye. 
Below Rice’s tho river fl iwa through a com­ 
paratively steep, rocky canyon ; that is, it is 
steeper than above it. This canyon begins 
about 500 feet below Rice’s bridge. In this 
canyon the river flows over a rocky bottom, 
sometimes in riffles and sometimes in pools. 
The distance to the foot of the canyon is two 
and a half miles. Deposits from mining are 
very slight, and were not estimated. Section 
No. 5, about two miles from the last canyon 
to the 
SHIRT TAIL CANTON, 
• 
Has at, its upper end no filling, but it begins 
and increases near the lower end, and at 
many points are soil-covered rocks and tress 
at the very edge of the gravel bars. Saw 
trees imbedded in recent deposits and ap­ 
pearing as if they had grown through them ; 
but they were dead—had been killed by ris­ 
ing of tho bed. Recent filling of the channel 
for this section I estimated to be 15 feet 
deep and 300 feet wide, and the deposit is 
808.000 cubic yards. Section No. 6 embraces 
a distance of nine and five-tentbs miles. The 
recent filling decreases near the lower end. 
The filling is so graded that the river 
flows steadily. Bars near the lower end are 
frequently seen, and water-washed rocks. 
Maximum depth of deposit, seventeen feet; 
average width, 220 feet; deposit, 4,437,000 
cubic yards. The next section opens with 
Rocky Canyon No. 2. Its sides are bedrock, 
forming gorges, at different points narrowing 
it in, and again widening and forming pools. 
At some places the sides narrow to forty feet. 
The filling here is not greater than to be ex­ 
pected if no mining exLted. Deposits there 
are small. Average width of stream at low 
water, seventy-five feat. What little filling 
is seen is in the nature of quicksand. This 
section is 1.4 miles. Section No. 8 is from 
this canyon to the Middle Fork of the Amer­ 
ican river, l.S miles. In thissection the river 
bed is wider. Deposits not extensive, except 
at the junction. Sand and gravel bar above 
the junction has n hight of fifteen or twenty 
feet. I estimate that this portion of the river 
has a total deposit of 44,000 cubic yards. 
From 1 he Middle Fork to a point 3] miles 
below the junction the river flows between 
bedrock sides. Tops of large bowlders can be 
seen projecting in the river bed. The depth 
of deposit inTHIS ENTIRE SECTION | 
Will not average a very large figure. The 
material behind a broken dam in this 
section has the appearance of beiug 
clean gravel. 
The North Fork dam is 
thrown across the river in this section. The 
width of the river on the crest of the dam is 
280 feet. The deposit between the Middle 
Fork and the new North Fork dam is esti­ 
mated at 469,000 cubic yards. This deposit 
is supposed to extend two miles above the old 
dam at an average depth ot ten feet. Next 
section, No. 10, extends to Rattlesnake Bar, 
a distance of ten miles. In this section very 
little more filling is found than might be ex­ 
pected if the supply above were not as great 
as at present. The sides are bed-rock. Slate 
was generally the bed-rock at points above. 
In this section the bed-rock Í3 mostly granite, 
with occasional ledges of elate. About one 
and a half miles below the North Fork dam, 
between tbe water-worn bowlders, are depos­ 
its of fine gravel. Here at this point an ex­ 
cavation for mining had been made to a 
depth of fifteen or twenty feet; but width of 
deposit here is not great. About half a 
mile further^ down it flows between a bed­ 
rock of granite, and the width of the river 
is only about forty feet, and no deposit at 
this point is possible. 
Tbe river is of 
the same character at a place called 
Kelly’s Orchard, further down. Gorges 
have greater width here and there. 
At Kslly’s I noticed deposits of fine, clean 
sand thirty or forty feet up the bank, left 
there by recent high waters. I found it behind 
large projecting rocks—projecting from the side 
of the hillside slope. In total quantity it was 
small. It appeared to have been left by the 
last water that reached high enough to touch 
the rocks there. It was clean sand. It was 
probably about forty feet above the level of 
the water. In the river at Kelly’s there is a 
cobble bar having a slight elevation above 
the water surface, in which the cobbles are 
from four to six inches. These are apparent 
recent deposits. From 
KELLY’S TO RATTLESNAKE BAB 
The river varies in width, with bars of large 
cobbles in the wider reaches, alternating with 
gorges cut into the bedrock, where the river 
flows over bowlders. Some of the hills show 


gravel deposits, and evidences of mining hav­ 
ing been conducted. Estimate of msterisl 
lodged in this section of seveu miles, 1,009,000 
cubic yards. From Rattlesnake Bar to 
Doten s Bar it is four and a half miles, ami 
the river has tho same general character as 
above. Gravel deposits in the h’lla and 
ridges along the river are here more exten­ 
sive, and many of them have been consider­ 
ably mined. Deposits in the river apparently- 
in several cases are very extensive, but ere 
probably not of great depth. Large bowlders, 
¿rom twelve to fifteen inches, lie in the bed at 
different points, from 6ide to side, where the 
width of the stream is great. Rough estimate 
of total depodt in this section, 1,000,600cubic 
yards. From Doten's to Carrolton, two 
miles, the character of the river is the same. 
Saw water-washed rocks at considerable ele­ 
vations above the surface of tho water. Re­ 
cent deposits there I estimated at zero. From 
Carrolton to the junction if the North awd 
South Forks is three miles. That is Section 
13, and in it the river flows over a bed of 
rock and has a fall sufficient to keep the 
canyon clean. Section 14 is from the junc­ 
tion of the North and South Forks to Folsom. 
Throughout this distance 
IT FLOWS IN RIFFLES 
And slight fall?, and the deposits are very 
small. I have seen portions of the river from 
Folsom to Sacramento. It widens near Fol­ 
som, flows on a bed which consists of cobbles 
and finer material, varying in qnality with 
its position on the cross section of the Btream. 
The old channel of the river is not always 
traceable to oce who was not originally ac­ 
quainted with the country. The river has 
in places cut into the banks and formed 
new channels. These cut-offs are filled with 
coarse material at the upper end, and finer 
material at the lower end. I am not able to 
make an estimate of tbe depth of the deposits 
between Sacramento and Folsom. 
The 
original batiks, so far as I saw, are not al­ 
ways c-is ernible. Within four roiDs of Fol­ 
som the bed of the river is composed of 
cobble. Below that point the material is 
finer. I followed the river down as far as 
Alder creek, and even then not over all its 
parts and windings, bat I saw it at various 
points. Below, the deposits were generally 
sand and gravel. I examined, when in pit 
No. 1 at the defeadaa-.’s mine, the character 
of the earth by simple inspection only. I 
saw, near the surface, a red gravelly soil, 
from 20 to 40 feet deep ; below it was a 
material of a blue color, which in some 
places was firmly cemented, consisting of 
rocks of various degrees of hardaes?, which 
were imbedded in a cementing material w ith 
sand and gravel; the substance holding them 
together having the properties of c=:r.ent. 
Some of the stones were hard, some were like 
soapstone, asi would crush under the heel, 
and have a soft, moist feeling. The character of 
the material in the section of the river where 
I estimate), was from sand to rocks, the 
latter of dimensions of from four to six 
inches [in diameter—I mean cobble-stones. 
In the deposits in the mcnntainB, gravel or 
rocks of a size from one quarter of an inch to 
two inches predominated. I would think the 
sand was enough to fill up the interstices be­ 
tween the rocks. The fall of the river is 
greatest where the river flows over bed-rock, 
IN ROCKY CANYONS. 
Where the material is deposited in about a 
uniform grade the fall is, I should s?y, forty 
feet to the mile, and in other places greater, 
but I can’t state how mnch, as 1 made no in­ 
strumental survey. The flow was about 
eighty cubic feet per second, estimated by 
the eye. On uniform grades the flow of the 
water wae from two to three miles; in narrow 
canyons its flow was much greater. It has 
all kinds of velocities. All this wa3 at low 
water. In some places I could see high-water 
mark evidences. Above the Middle Fork 
were water-washed rocks, and the shrubs on 
the sides of tbe canyons showing the high wat* r 
to have bteu np thirty or forty feet there. 
Estimations cf the velocity of the current 
during high water in those canyons would 
only be rough approximations with the avail­ 
able data. At high water the river would 
have the character of a torrent in all its can­ 
yons. It wonld move in the greatest velocity 
in the center of the stream. There are differ­ 
ent formulas for ascertaining the velocity of 
water according to the facts known. The 
character of the river is entirely different in 
different stages of water. In smooth places 
it would run with a smooth, stiff current. 
The river had a general current of about two 
feet per second where it was two feet deep, 
when 1 viewed it. The velocity of a river is 
influenced.by the river bottoir. and banks. I 
know of no way of determining how much 
sand or sediment this river can bring down. 
I am a graduate of the P-dytechnic Institute 
of Stuttgart, Germany, and have a diploma 
covering all the engineering branches taught 
in that institution. Since I have been in the 
employ of the State Engineering Department 
my study and exr-erience has been confined 
almost exclusively to hydraulics—the exam­ 
ination of rivers and streams. 
Witness here explained the rules of esti­ 
mating velocities cf streams, snd was exam­ 
ined as to the material carrying capacity of 
flowing water. He 9aid he could not estimate 
the amount the river would carry of sand and 
slickens, because the c'-noitiors are so vary­ 
ing, and he is not InformAl as to the elements 
in any given quantity of water. He said he 
did not recollect a theoretical principle or 
rule by which the size of a cobble just move­ 
able by ar.y velocity of current could be de­ 
termined, but from his experience and obser­ 
vation he could state what he had seen moved 
by rivers. On this 
THE DEFENSE OBJECTED 
That the witness had shown he was not qual­ 
ified to testify further on that subject. Pros­ 
ecution thereupon proposed to give witness, 
as a proposition, certain materials and ask 
him to state the effect of water in a stream 
at a given velocity upon them. 
The Court held that it was unnecessary, as 
it had been shown what the water did carry, 
and the facts proven are better than theories 
as to what may or might be. 
Witness continuing : The water near Can­ 
yon creek, in the North Fork, at the time of 
my observations was clear. The bottom of 
the river could be seen through a depth of two 
feet of water. Near the junction of the North 
and Middle Forks it was somewhat discolored. 
The water was clear above CanyoD creek. At 
that time there was no mining going on. I 
have made soundings of the American and 
Sacramento rivers during high stages of wa­ 
ter. I made those soundings in April, 1879, 
I have visited the moutli of the American 
frequently since to observe the bars and note 
the changes. On January 9, 1879, I visited 
the moutn of the American aud fonnd the 
water flawing near the south bank. On the 
north side was a sand-bar several thousand 
feet long and four or five feet deep. Subse­ 
quently I found that the river channel had 
changed to the opposite bank, and the posi­ 
tions of the sand-banks were changed. One 
bar had been washed out on the north side, 
and another formed on the south. The first 
observation was made January 9, 1879. The 
seeond November 2, 1879, and tho third No­ 
vember 20, 1881. These examinations were 
all made at low stages of the water. I made 
soundings across the mouth of the American 
in April, 1880, The river at that time was 
nt a 
HIGH STAGE 
But had a slight current. The water aver­ 
aged eleven feet deep and was 400 feet wide 
from bank to bank. Above the mouth a 
short distance it was 800 feet wide. The 
water was very nr.uddy. At the time I took 
the soundings in the American just referred 
to, the water-gauge at Front Btreet showed a 
hight of twenty-three feet. When I first saw 
the bar at the mouth of the American it ap­ 
peared to be of pure sand. The next time I 
found a two foot layer of a clayey substance 
gome four feet below the Burface of the bar. 
"Slickens” isa local term, applied to ary 
fine powder deposited by these rivers. I saw 
material at the Gold Run Ridge that would 
make “ alickens.” “ Slickens” in the Amer­ 
ican is mineral in character. From observa­ 
tions I am certain the river in its channel 
moves material therein, for at one time there 
Í3 more there than at another. At the high 
stage, and while rismg, the American 
river did wash out its sand-bar at its 
mouth, but when the water was again 
checked in its flow, the bar was replaced. 
When the river goes down it leaves this bar 
as a level plain, and washes out a nariow 
channel through it, until the low-water plain 
very nearly coincides with that of the Sacra­ 
mento river. If material like that in the 
mouth of the river is deposited higher up, the 
stream will act on it in -like manner under 
like conditions, but it may be so deposited 
as to follow other laws ; as, for instance, 
where an eddy is formed. When the sand­ 
bank liea on tho concave side ot the stream, 
and there is an impact of water against it, 
there will be a breaking off of the bank ; but 
if it is on the convex aide, there is less of that 
caving in. The sand at the mouth of the 
American river is moved by a current haviDg 
a velocity of about three feet per second. 
At 4:45 p. M. the Court adjourned until 9:30 
A. M. to-day.

POSTAL 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Postmaster-General James in his annual 
report makes some recommendations of in­ 
terest and importance. H e points out that 
the co3t of mail transportation has in­ 
creased greatly in consequence of the law 
which makes the Postoffice a common car­ 
rier, and he suggests that it might be well 
to reduce the expense by ceasing to carry 
the matter which falls under the heads of 
third and fourth class. 
This third and 
fourth-class 
matter, he states, has not 
become remunerative, and he dees not be­ 
lieve it will be. 
It takes up a great deal 
of room, however, and is very costly to 
the Government. 
Nevertheless, we are 
persuaded that the country is not prepared 
to indorse any change in the law. The con­ 
venience afforded by this means of trans­ 
portation far outweighs the question of 
outlay. 
The pnblic have no choice save 
between the postoffice and the express 
Companies. 
They are guaranteed low rates 
in the former, but they have no hold over 
the latter. 
And they have become accus­ 
tomed to the employment of the mails for 
pircel transportation. 
The services they 
render in this connection have already be­ 
come indispensable. 
As to the cost, at 
most it amounts to a couple of millions 
extra a year, and that is virtually nothing. 
The Postmaster-General holds out hopes 
of a reduction in the rate of letter postage 
to two cents. 
He believes that this reduc­ 
tion can be ventured upon safely in three 
years. 
It seems difficult to understand 
why it cannot be introduced sooner than 
that. 
Experience has proved that every 
reduction in the rates of postage increases 
the volume of the mails, and to such an 
extent as to more than compensate for the 
loss of revenue. 
The success of the postal 
card has been enormous, and we have no 
doubt that two cent postage would prove 
as prolitable a change. 
W e have been 
paying the three cent postage now since 
1351, and the general conditions have 
chauged radically since it was introduced. 
The difference of a cent is of very great 
importance to a great many people* and it 
would swell correspondence just as the 
postal cards did, 
W hy it Ehould require 
three years more to bring about the pro­ 
posed reduction we do not quite under­ 
stand, unless contracts have been made 
which will not expire before the end of 
that time. 
The wroposition to curtail the 
mail 
facilities, 
however, 
is one which 
ought to meet with general and emphatic 
disapproval. 
The public need larger facil­ 
ities for communication and transportation, 
not less than they enjoy already. 


A 
DIFFERENCE 
OF 
OPINION. 


It appears that Mr. Thompson, who ad­ 
dressed the Now York Tariff Convention 
the other day, entertains views of his own 
on the silver question. 
Or perhaps we 
should say that he entertains views similar 
to those which the great iinancier General 
Butler enunciated a couple of years ago. 
’Mr. Thompson thinks we cannot have too 
much silver, and that the sooner we deliver 
ourselves up to the bounties and blessings of 
a silver currency the better it will be for us. 
And this shows how foolish Mr. Burchard, 
the Director of the Miuts, is. 
For he 
though formerly a somewhat bigoted bi­ 
m etallist, has been so converted by experi­ 
ence, that in his report issued the other 
day he earnestly recommends the suspen­ 
sion of silver coinage, arguing that no m at­ 
ter what course the silver question may 
take in the future, we are at present so 
situated as to be in the wrong in any event. 
W hether silver is demonetized or remone­ 
tized in Enrope we shall have to retrace our 
steps. Iu the former case we are threatened 
w ith an Asiatic currency. In the latter we 
should have to recoin our dollars on a new 
ratio, 
Mr. Thompson thinks silver the 
best curr. ncy in the world. Mr. Burchard 
takes the perhaps more practical view of 
preferring gold on the score of its superior 
value, 
If Mr. Thompson had his way the 
Gold Room would have to be re-estab- 
lia&ed, and we should have a depreciated 
curr'ncy, and we doubt if the country 
really hungers after such a change. 


N ow that the Southern question is in a 
fair way to settlem ent through the adop- : 
tion by Republicans of Democratic doc­ 
trine in that part of the country, leisure 
will be afforded to consider the Mormon 
problem, which has for so loDg a tim e been 
a source of irritation, and which has re­ 
fused to yield to any of the specifics ap­ 
plied to it thus far. 
Governor Neal, of 
Idaho, evidently7 takes an alarmist view of 
the situation. 
H e believes that the Mor­ 
mons are reaching ont for the control of 
the Pacific slope, and that they are plant­ 
ing colonies in Idaho and Montana with 
this end in view. 
YYe cannot go as far as 
this w ith Governor Neal. 
W e are not 
afraid that the Mormons w ill ever be strong 
enough to obtain control of the Pacific 
elope, though it might be too much to say 
that they would not do so if they had the 
power. 
It is, however, plain enough that 
the increase of this people cannot be re­ 
garded as the growth of an American com­ 
munity, and this is serious enough. 
The 
Mormons are virtually a foreign organiza­ 
tion, and a foreign organization of a very 
undesirable character. 
As to what has 
been so often said about their industry and 
thrift, in the first place it has been exag­ 
gerated, and in the second place there is 
nothing 
satisfactory 
in 
industry 
and 
thrift which are devoted to the establish­ 
ment of a gross and degrading superstition, 
entwined with a social system which is in­ 
compatible with any progress in civiliza­ 
tion, and a political system which is more 
in conflict with democratic ideas than the 
most bigoted Ultramontanisra. 
Industry 
and thriftgare good things when they are 
the agencies of worthy objects. 
Industry 
and thrift as displayed by the victim s of 
slavery, however, are mockeries, and the 
Mormons are in many respects little better 
than slaves. 
The system of pro3elytism by which 
their numbers are recruited, is such as to 
winnow from the population of Europe 
the least desirable elements. 
Mormon 
proselytes mnst be fook, to begin with, if 
they believe 
the 
despicable 
nonsense 
preached by the Mormon missionaries. 
If they are not fools enough to believe 
that stuff, then they are allured by the 
prospect of indulgence in animal sensu­ 
ality held out to them. 
They are as a 
rule men and women of a very low order 
of intelligence, and fitted therefore to be­ 
come the dupes and thralls of the band 
of shrewd knaves who rule the Church, 
and who in virtue of their authority ap­ 
propriate to them selves all the plums in 
the porridge. 
The Mormon immigration 
consequently is a most undesirable element, 
and even if Mormonism was abolished it 
would continue to be a clog upon national 
progress because of its mental inferiority. 
There is, in fact, ijo single reason why 
Americans shonld look upon the Mormons 
with favor or satisfaction. 
They are an 
eyesore to the country, and their continued 
presence has become a discredit to our 
boasted civilization. 
It must, however, be 
admitted that the difficulty of dealing with 
the Mormon problem arises chiefly from 
the breadth and liberalism of American 
institutions. 
It is hard to manage these 
people because the spirit of American gov­ 
ernment is diametrically opposed to every­ 
thing in the form of arbitrary interference 
with the freedom of the citizen. 
Every 
effort to put the laws of the United States 
in force in Utah has failed, because public 
opinion was against them, and because 
when that Í3 the case, as we found long 
ago by our Southern experience, trial by 
jury and the administration of criminal 
law become futile. 
W hen a whole community is opposed to 
a law it can never be enforced according to 
the normal methods. 
In such a case it is 
necessary to choose between abandoning 
the purpose aimed at by the law, and go­ 
ing outside of the normal methods for relief. 
There have been many who believed that 
if the Southern States had not been “ re- 
“ constructed ” 
nominally 
when 
they 
were, but had been kept under military 
government until the changes consequent 
upon the war had had time to become fa­ 
miliar, the long periofl of 
semi-anarchy 
and corruption which ensued would have 
been avoided, and the time of reconciliation 
would have been hastened. 
The Eame 
kind of question now confronts the cation 
in Utah. 
W ith our Southern experience 
we have no excuse for committing the 
same mistake twice. 
W e have demonstra­ 
ted the fact that it is useless for Congress 
to enact laws for the government of a com­ 
munity which, after all, must have the 
last word as to their execution. 
A ll that 
Congress has done in the way of Mormon 
legislation is a dead-Ietter, and all further 
experiments of the kind are certain to 
produce similar results. 
It is therefore 
necessary to determine whether the United 
States is prepared to acknowledge itself 
worsted by the Mormons, or whether it Í3 
resolved to change its modus operandi, and 
adopt measures the success of which will 
not be dependent upon the vrill of those 
upon whom they are to be enforced. 
The suavitcr in modo has been tried, and 
has proved to be anything but fortiter in re. 
It would be a mere waste of time to go on 
in that line, and it is evident that so long 
as the application of the laws depends 
upon Mormon concurrence, they will fail 
of efftct. There is, however, but one other 
way of solving this problem. 
It is by de­ 
priving Utah of her Territorial Govern­ 
ment, and patting her under an arbitrary 
one. 
N o doubt such a step is, abstractly, 
obnoxious to American ideas. 
Just so sal­ 
utary medicines are often repugnant to the 
taste. 
But unless this is done it seems im ­ 
possible to expect any reform in Utah, and 
that means the practical triumph of polyg­ 
amy and priestly government over the 
United States and the democratic princi­ 
ple. 
Nor is it as though such drastic 
treatment was proposed for an American 
community. 
The Mormons, as we have 
said before, are not Americans in either 
their social or political system. 
They do 
not enjoy liberty now, and therefore if 
even a military government was substituted 
for the present one they would only ex­ 
change the rule of their bishops and elders 
for a far milder and more liberal one. 
But the strongest argument in favor of the 
measure we have suggested is that all 
others have failed, and that the country 
cannot afford to surrender to the Mormons. 
Ultim ately there can be no doubt that it 
will be necessary to bring them into sub­ 
jection, and to extirpate polygamy, no 
matter at what cost, and it is far wiser to 
crush the serpent in the egg than to allow 
it to attain its full growth and venom be­ 
fore attacking it. 


m itted the murder, yet be insane now. But 
the effect of allowing him to simulate in­ 
sanity during his trial m ast be to create in 
the minds of the jury an impression that 
he has been insane throughout. 
For this 
reason Judge Cox’s peculiar indulgence 
towards the prisoner is actually operating 
in aid of the defense, and it is not pro­ 
ducing the effect of that impartiality which 
no doubt the Judge intends to exhibit. 
The question as to the prisoner’s present 
sanity, however, is one which the Court 
might insist very properly upon having de­ 
termined at once, and to tbat end a special 
jury might be impaneled, and the trial be 
suspended 
until 
the 
fact 
had been 
settled. Or the Court might refer the ques­ 
tion 
to 
the 
trial 
jury, 
and 
call 
expert 
witnesses. 
This 
would clear 
the 
way, 
and 
prevent 
the 
pre­ 
judicial 
effect 
of 
Guiteau’s 
behavior 
from influencing the final verdict. 
As the 
case is proceeding, however, it is impos­ 
sible to tell upon what hypothesis the Court 
is acting. 
If Judge Cox believes in the 
sanity of the prisoner he ought to force 
him to conduct himself properly. 
There 
is no precedent for such behavior as Gui- 
teau daily is guilty of, and such license has 
never before been so much as heard of, 
unless perhaps in some improvised Lynch 
Court on the frontiers, 
Guiteau is avail­ 
ing himself of this license to create the 
impression that he is mad now. 
If the 
Court believes that he is mad it ought to 
stop the trial, for to try a madman for his 
life is assuredly equivalent to trying a man 
for his life in his absence. 
In fact, which­ 
ever view is taken of the motive of the 
Court it is equally indefensible, while it is 
clear that the general situation is doing 
Guitean more good than harm. 
Indeed it 
really looks as though he was being per­ 
mitted to bulldoze the Court, even where 
the effect of this bulldozing is to assist the 
defense against all the interests of justice. 
It follows that Judge Cox is taking a 
heavy 
responsibility 
upon 
himself 
in 
permitting the prisoner so unprecedented 
a license, and that this 
responsibility 
extends 
very 
close 
to 
the 
border 
of 
partiality. 
The Court has a right 
to inform its conscience by determining 
the questionjof the prisoner’s present mental 
condition, and this, moreover, would coun­ 
teract the plan of the defense, in which 
Judge Cox appears to have unconsciously 
entangled himself. W hatever he has done, 
however, he cannot justify the abrogation 
of all judicial functions which he has com­ 
mitted, nor can he satisfactorily defend the 
extension to Guiteau of privileges which 
certainly do not belong to his position, and 
which he has thus far employed persist­ 
ently to the delay of the proceedings and 
the defeat of justice. Judge Cox has here- 
fore borne a high character for ability, but 
he has not evinced it on this trial, and he 
has behaved in such a way to the prisoner 
as almost to compel the conclusion that he 
regards him as insane. 
Decidedly this is a 
very remarkable judicial policy.

THE SCHOOL MATTERS. 
A meeting was h ell at the Court-home last 
evening in answer to the call made by the 
Democratic City Central Committee, which 
invited the attendance of ail Democrats and 
others interested in the welfare of the city 
public schools, for the purpose of considering 
nominations for Superintendent and Direct­ 
ors. There was a goodly number present, 
including several Republicans, but the audi­ 
ence was not large. 
The meeting was called to order at half­ 
past 8 by P. J. Hsrney, Chairman of the 
committee, who called upon the Secretary, 
John Domingos, to read the call, which he 
eaid would be a statement of the object of the 
meeting. After the reading of the call the 
Chairmao said that this was not a Demo­ 
cratic meeting, but a meeting of citizens, and 
asked that a Chairman of the meeting be 
elected to preside. 
P. A. Byine nominated A. S. Hopkins, 
and he was unanimously elected. 
Mr. Hopkins, in answer to calls, arose from 
a back corner and Baid he had only stepped 
in to lake a back seat for a few moments and 
not to participate. He said he was also a 
Republican, that he was satisfied with the Re­ 
publican ticket already uominated, and it 
would not be proper for him to serve as 
Chairman. He therefore declined. 
Mr. Harney replied that this was a citizens’ 
meeting and not Democratic, and as it had 
been called by the Democratic City Central 
Committee because the citizens had failed to 
respond to the non-partisan movement in an­ 
swer to the resolution adopted by the Demo­ 
cratic Committee, he would prefer that a Re­ 
publican be elected to preside over the delib­ 
erations of the meeting. As Mr, Hopkins 
declined, he called for other nominations for 
Chairman. 
John Black said the call for the meeting 
had been misunderstood, and was tseneratiy 
regarded as a Democratic meetiog. He there­ 
fore moved that the meeting adjourn until 
this evening, so as to give more time for con­ 
sultation and more would be present. 
Mr. Byrne hoped the meeting would not 
adjonrn, as there was a good attendance, and 
they were ready to act. The motion was lost. 
Matt. F. Johnson addressed the meeting as 
to the necessity of a first-class man in every 
respect for the office of Superintendent: that 
he should be not only fully qualified in every 
way, but also should have no other business, 
and devote his time solely and undivided to the 
duties of tbe position. The Directors should 
also be selected with the utmost care, and 
elected for their qualifications and not for 
party purposes. In conclusion he nominated 
F. H. Russell for Chairman of the meeting, 
and he was elected. 
Mr. Russell said he would be compelled to 
decline also, as he had other engagements 
and conld only remain a few moments. 
Dr. Tyrrell favored adjournment, as it was 
evident that the people had regarded the 
meetiog, from the call, as Democratic, and 
not for citi/.enB generally. He moved that 
the meeting adjourn until this evening, and 
that a call for a citizens’ meeting be pub­ 
lished. 
Judge Henry supported the motion, and 
said the meeting should not be partisan, but 
of all citizens of Sacramento. He said the 
people wanted as officers of the school-, not 
partisans, but the best men, regardless of 
their politics. Let the meeting adjourn, he 
said, and have due notice given, and to­ 
morrow evening let the people come together 
and nominate the best men for the places, 
whether that included some of those already 
nominated or not, and without regard to 
party lines. 
E. Twitchell, in response to calls, favored|the 
motion. He said he had made considerable 
inquiry among Republicans, and that they 
ail understood the meeting to be a Demo­ 
cratic one. He should therefore vote for 
adjournment until this evening and have a 
proper call published, so as to call out a gen­ 
eral and non-partisan attendance. Mr. Byrne 
again objected to adjournment, but the mo­ 
tion, upon being submitted to a vote, wa3 
carried. In accordance with instructions of 
the meeting, a call is made in another column 
for a meeting at the Court-house at 7:30 this 
evening, of all citizens who favor non-parti­ 
san nominations for ¡School Superintendent 
and Directors.

P o lice O r d e r —Chief Karcher has issued 
the following order: Police officers will take 
notice of section nineteen of the rules cf the 
Police Department, and where the word 
Captain is used they will take it to mean 
Chief as well, as there is no Captain on the 
force at present If the Chief, in going his 
rounds, is unable to find the officer, either 
regular or local, he will take it for granted 
that lie ¡B not on duty, and will act accord­ 
ingly. The section referred to íb as follows: 
‘•It is the duty of the patrolman, when he 
sees the Captain, to make himself known to 
him. He will have no regular time to visit 
certain beats, but will choose such time as 
will enable him to discharge his duty to the 
best advantage. The Captain is expected to be 
as diligent in making arrests as patrolmen.” 
P a r d o n ed.—The Governor yesterday, in 
answer to an extended petition from officers 
and prominent citizens of Lake county, and 
upon the recommendation of physicians, par­ 
doned Frank Brown, who was convicted last 
month of gaming, and sentenced to pay a fine 
of §325, or be imprisoned in the Couuty Jail 
for one year. He was a vagrant stranger in 
the couDty, aud not being able to pay the 
fine, was confined in jail. A cancer, which 
has partially eaten away his tongue and is in 
an active state of progress, renders it almost 
certain that he could not survive the term 
of his imprisonment, and hence the applica­ 
tion and pardon.

Ah Peng, who shot and killed a Chinaman in 
Chinatown recently, and Chin Ah Kee, 
charged with being one of the seven who mur­ 
dered a Chinaman at Sailor's Bar, at the up­ 
per end of the Norris grant, last August, were 
before the Superior Court yesterday.

WABHI5 GT0X, December 1st.—Guiteau’n trial was 
resumed this morning in the presence of the usual 
throng. 
Upon entering the witness-box, Guiteau desired, 
before resuming his evidence, to m ake a personal 
statement, and addressed himself to the audience, 
saying : “ Two weeks ago I sent out an appeal for 
money. I did it on my own account, and the day 
afterward Scoville publicly announced th at it was 
without his authority. I again invite any of my 
friends to send me money in the interest of the cause 
of justice and for my defense. They can send 35, 
$10 or $16 or $1,000 if they wish. 
If they don’t want 
to be known they can send it w ithout name to Sco- 
Tille.” 
Judge Porter then began a rapid (ire of interroga­ 
tories, eliciting from the prisoner in his several re­ 
plies that physically he was a coward, and always 
kept away from personal d an g er; morally he was 
brave as a lion, when lie thought the Deity was lack 
of him. 
In his opinion the doctors killed the Presi­ 
dent. The acts of Jonesjand Mason, in attem pting 
to kill him, were wrong, and they ought to be pun 
ished, unless they can show th at they were inspired 
by the Deity. 


c a n ’t b e s c a r e d . 
W itness soon showed signs of impatience and ex­ 
citability, striking his open liand upon the desk, 
and emphasizing every sentence uttered. 
When 
pressed for answers lie finally became obstinate, and 
shouted to Judge Porter, 
“ I know you well, 
and 
I know 
bigger 
men 
than 
you 
are. 
I’ve seen you shake your finger at witnesses in 
New York, bu t you can't scare m e,” and shortly 
after, when a-ked if he believed in the ten com­ 
m andm ents, he responded affirmatively, and if he 
believed the commandment *• Thou shalt not kill, * 
ought to read in his ease, “ Thou shalt kill.” He 
became exceedingly violent, and refused to discuss 
th a t m atter at all. 
There was no m urder in his 
case, and no killing. 
It was simply for the ju ry to 
determ ine w hether or not his act of removing the 
President was inspired by the Deity or not. It was all 
nonsense to split hairs any longer over th at word. 
It m ust be distinctly understood th at the removal 
of the President was the act of the Deity. 
W itness proved decidedly obstinate, and affc^r 
flatly contradicting the testimony of Senator Lo­ 
gan, Col -nel Reed and several other witnesses, he 
positively refused to answer several questions, his 
respon e invariably being “ I decline to discuss that 
w ith you.” 
W itness seemed to be greatly annoyed at Judge 
Porter’s habit of pointing his finger a t him, as he 
frequently d d iu the wav of empnasizing his inter­ 
rogatories, and again broka out angrily, “ You need 
not point your long finger at me, Judge Porter. I’ve 
eeen you do th at before, but you can’t scare m e.” 


THE PRISONER’S FINANCES. 
The witness declined to go into the boarding­ 
house question, as th at had no bearing on the case. 
He supposed that he owed $150 to various landladies. 
Judge O x directed him to reply to the questions 
asked. 
The witness was readily driven from one 
position to another, till confronted w ith the evidence 
of his own witnesses, when he would unhesi­ 
tatingly pronounce their evidence false. Once he 
emphasized!iis contradiction by saying, “ Anything 
i swear to, Judge, is true. You can put th at down 
as a fixed fact.” Being pressed as to how he pro- 


The prisoner hiving expressed a belief th at the 
Deity protected him from the day he shot the Presi­ 
dent to th is day, Porter said : “ It depends more on 
w hether the jury believe you.” 
The prisoner (excitedly)—W hat the jury ia here to 
pass upon is, w hether the Deity did the act or 
w hether I did it on my personal accouut. And 
I tell you, further, I expect there will be an act of 
God to protect me, if it is necessary, from any kind 
of violence, either hanging or shooting. 
THE SAVIOR OF HIS COUNTRY. 
The prisoner asserted th at his acta saved the 
country from another war. 
P o rter—There would have been war now if it were 
not for you? 
G uiteau—“ I do not pretend th at war was immedi­ 
ate, b u t I do say tm phatically,” and here he begau 
to declaim in th e dram atic m anner and s tjle o f a 
6tump speaker: “ The bitterness of the Republican 
party w as deepening hour by hour, and by tw o or 
three years a t least the nation would have been in a 
flame of war. In the presence of death all hearts 
were hushed and dissension ceased. 
For weeks and 
weeks the heart and brains of the nation centered on 
a sick man a t the W hite House. 
A t last (and here 
the speaker lowered his voice so as to be almost un­ 
intelligible) he went the way of ail flesh, and the 
nation was in mourning. 
That Í3 a paragraph 
from a speech I wanted to make two weeks ago.” 
He continued, resuming his natural tone, and ap­ 
parently well satisfied with his effort: “ It comes in 
very pertinent here, and I am glad I had a chance to 
deliver it.” 
Counsel asked the prisoner as to the necessity of 
requesting General Sherman to send troops to the 
jail to protect him for having obeyed the Deity'. 
Answer—I would have been shot and hung a 
hundred tim es if it had not been for the troops at 
the jail. 
Q.—Any harm in that ? 
A.—That is a m atter for the law to pass upon (im­ 
patiently). 
I will not have any m^re conversation 
with you on this sacred subject. 
You are making 
light of a serious m atter. I w ill cot talk about it. 
Going back to letters, Porter read th at in which 
the prisoner stated th at Garfield’s nomination, elec­ 
tion and “ removal" were acts of God, and then 
asked, “ Who nominated him V 
A .- The Chicago Convention. 
(¿.—Was that inspired? 
The prisoner hesitated, and seemed about to dodge 
the question, when Porter stopped him with an im­ 
patient, “ Now ! Now ! Now !” 
A. (mockingly)—Now ! Now'! Now ! I thought 
Grant or Blaine would be nominated, and when Gar­ 
field was nominated on the 30th ballot it was an act 
of God. The facts surrounding his e’.ectia» would 
sustain the position th at it was an act of God, and 
the facts surrounding his election would sustain it. 
His removal would sustain the same i osition. 
The prisoner complained of being fatigued, saying 
he was not used to speaking five hours at a time, 
and the Court adjourned.

“ I will tell you, Judge, how I borrow money ; It 
may be of service when you want to borrow for 
y.tureelf : I dou’t lie nor sneak, but go right up to 
the man and ask for what I w ant.” 


HIS IVORY-HANDLED PISTOL. 
The witness was then closely questioned about the 
purchase of the pistol, and asked why he bought one 
with an ivory handle instead of a plain one ? 
He replied : “ Because I thought it worth a dollar 
more.” 
Judge Porter asked: “ Did you not say it would 
look better iu the Patent Office ?” 
The witness adm itted that he m ight have believed 
or thought the pistol would some tim e be in the State 
Department. 
Shortly afterward Guiteau again became very in­ 
dignant at Judge Porter’s use of the word m urder, 
and shouted fiercely : “ You seem to delight in the 
use of the words ‘ kill ’ and ‘ m urder.’ There is no 
use in your whining in th at way. The mere out­ 
ward fact as to how 1 removed the President has 
nothing whatever to do with this c u e .” 


QUICK-WITTED AND SHREWD. 
Guiteau’a shrewdness in detecting and antici­ 
pating anv point which might be made agaiust him, 
was a marked feature of the investigation. 
Judge Porter pressed him very closely to fix the 
day when he received his alleged “ inspiration ” to 
remove the President, and Guiteau finally shrieked 
out, “ To remove all this loose talk I want to say 
th at no personal motives whatever were involved in 
the act. ’ Then, fearing th at some trap was being 
set for him, he hesitated a moment, and then said 
with great emphasis : 
“ I want to ju st fasten you 
solid n g h t here. 
I would Dot have taken the Paris 
Consulship after the 1st of J une if I had been ap­ 
pointed to it, and the President and Secretar}- Blaine 
had both beseecbed me on their knees to take it. I 
had at th at time resolved to remove the President 
for t jc good of the American people.” 
Recess was then taken. 
A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
After reccs3 Guiteau resumed the stand, looking 
very haggard. 
He had no special purpose iu using 
some flattering words to Blaine. 
“ 1 simply made 
a suggestion to him in the case. 
He was assisting 
me in getting the Paris Consulship. 
I 8liould feel 
bound if he was a candidate at the National Conven­ 
tion to assist him. Thai’s the way wc do in poli­ 
tics. Judge, understand that th at is the way ¡»oli- 
ticians get on. 
You tickle me, 1 tickle you.” 
Question—Did you write President Garfield a let­ 
ter, marked private, in which you said, “ I intend 
expressing sympathy for you on account of the 
pressure th at has been on you since you caniG to 
this city ?” 
Answer—Yes ; I wrote th at! letter. My idea was 
ju st this, to express my personal regard for General 
Garfield on account of the pressure on him for 
office, and th at was what I m eant by sajing I con­ 
sidered him my personal friend. I sympathize with 
any President who ha9 this enormous horde of office- 
seekers at his throat At the time these letters were 
w ritten I had not the slightest conception of re­ 
moving the President. 
If you want to bring those 
letters against me, that were written at a tim e when 
1 had not the slightest conception of removing the 
President, then you are trying to do w hat you can’t 
do, and will not do. (Banging the rail violently.) 
GUITEAU AND CONKLING. 
The prisoner being asked how many times he had 
spoken with Conklin? on the street, answered : “ I 
m et him once on the street. 
lie was exceedingly 
cordial, bowed and said, ‘ How do you do, Mr. 
Guiteau V I was on good relations with all those 
men during March and April." 
Porter (slowly and with great deliberation)—Did 
Senator* Couk ling— 
The prisoner (interrupting)—Oh ! don’t look so 
fierce at me. I don’t care a snap of my finger f or 
you. 
Porter—But you wiil answer my questions. 
The prisoner—Put your questions in a quiet, 
simple sort of a wav, and I will 
Porter—Did Senator Cor.khng ever promise to 
support your application for the Taris Consulship? 
The prisoner—My expectation about the Paris 
Consulship was that I would get it through my per­ 
sonal influence with th e President, Blaine and Lo­ 
gan, and th at wheu my nomination went to the 
Senate Senator Conkling and that sort of uicu would 
eee it through ; but I don’t think it necessary to dis­ 
cuss this m atter of the Paris Consulship. 


OrrOSED TO DISCUSSION. 
“ I went over it all yesterday, and I decline to dis­ 
cuss it farther. There is no use wasting the time 
of this honorable Court on it by going over it again. 
If you dou’t know the facts about it yet you had 
better read this morning’s paper, and you will find 
them .”

Blaine was the man 
to have been shot, according to your theory.

getting or not getting an office had nothing to do 
with it whatever. 
It ouly shows how absurd and 
nonsensical your theory is. 
NOT PARTIAL TO BLAINE. 
“ If Garfield had paid respect to those letters it 
would have been all right. 
But what did he do ? 
He went and sold himself, koul and body to Blaine, 
lie uid not appreciate the sentim ent and kindness 
of those letters, but threw himself into Blaine’s 
hands and allowed Blaine to use the Presidency to 
destroy Conkling and Grant.” 
“ Did you say to President Garfield th at he would 
have no peace till he got rid of Blaine Y* 
The prisoner—Y es; and that was the way the 
stalw art and liberal paj>ers all over the country 
talked. 
That w~s the way the Washington liepubli- 
rtjr, and Gorham, and that kind of people, talked.

I want to fasten something on you.

as good a man as you are. 
Porter—1 know you think so. 
• The prisoner (angrily)—Yes, and the public will 
think so, too. 
Porter—Was your motive for demanding Blaine’s 
resignation because he had said to you on the Satur­ 
day preceding never to speak to him again on the 
Paris Consulship? 
The prisoner (excitedly)—I told you th at had 
nothing to do with the Paris Consulship I want to 
ram that into you, and put it down deep. 
[ Laugh­ 
ter. ] I am talking now about national politics, and 
not about a miserable office, and if you would try 
to get your brains to take that in, it would be bet­ 
ter. 
I am not a disappointed office-seeker.

All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion cf 
said rules and regulations: 


n i AKAM I.YE K IL E 8 A \D KECCLATIOXS. 


Rule 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
St«ite for gale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the samo were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s grow th; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reas n of th is rule is th at the w inter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cutting3 of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, im ported from any region or country 
outside this 8tate, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for planU tion in this SU te, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this S u te 
before being further distributed 
planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
w ater; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third— Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point for one h o u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into euitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 ports of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
F ourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten m in­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten m inutes. [N. B.—To make “ liv tr of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, oae pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon w ater; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before u sin g ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
IXSPECTOKS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the 8tate there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, w ith nom inations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR T1IE FFRTIIER 
PROTECTION OF YIXEYARKS. 


All persons planting new vineya ds within the 
State arc advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country.

For tbe further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and ehall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the jos- 
scssion of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected^. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector th at cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance w ith the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with im ported cuttings and 
vines (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the tim e of disinfecting tbe contents thereof, by im ­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not uisinfected, 
such packages and packing m aterials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

distribution c r transportation. 
6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, are hercbv required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping, 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable m aterial of an y kind, infested by 
anv insector insects, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larvso or pup®, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fruit tree9, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not less than one pound 
(1 tt») of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or iu any other m anner satisfactory to tho 
Chief Executive H orticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Em pty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes.
